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David M. Dougherty 


Life long coin collector and history enthusiast David Dougherty was 
born into a family that could trace their ancestral lineage back to 
early English and European Royalty. On his mother’s side it can be 
traced as far back as Charlemagne and the early Frankish kings. 
His great-great-great-grandfather Dougherty served in George 
Washington’s Life Guard from the summer of 1776 to the end of the 
Revolutionary war. His mother’s side of the family was particularly 
distinguished in early colonial Virginia. This background sparked a 
passionate interest in history which naturally led to coin collecting. 


David began coin collecting in his youth and can still recall 
purchasing a 1909-S VDB Penny in 1950 from Dan Brown in Denver 
Colorado for the amount of ten dollars, a hefty sum of money for a 
nine year-old at that time. Dan taught young David the importance 
of pursuing the nicest quality and highest rarity within his budget 
for his coin collection. 


After graduating from the Colorado School of Mines in Metallurgical Engineering, David entered 
the United States Army and served during the Vietnam conflict where he rose to the rank of 
Captain. He returned to civilian life in the middle of 1966 and by the early 1970’s he had earned 
an MBA and was the president of his own computer company, pioneering in client-server 
networks. After he sold his first company “The National Systems Company” in 1975, Dave spent 
the next few years working on his PhD, he became a university professor at the University of 
Texas in El Paso in 1979. By 1983 his computer activities and achievements had gained him 
recognition in Marquis “Who’s Who in the South and Southwest”. In 1984, David applied his 
computer knowledge toward another business, “The Harris-Eaton Corporation”. He became a 
registered professional Engineer in Systems and Electrical Engineering. He increased his 
national exposure through publications and committee work at the American National Standards 
Institute. In 1987, he was listed in Marquis “Who’s Who in the World” for his wide-ranging 
development of business computer systems and data base programming. By 1989, David had 
divested himself of Harris-Eaton and concentrated largely on individual consulting and 
programming through Dougherty & Associates. 


David’s coin collecting interests began to change from United States coinage to classical Greek 
and Roman in the mid 1980’s when he first met Richard Ponterio at a Dallas coin show. He 
purchased two of his first ancient coins, a gold Aureus of Julius Caesar and a gold Tetradrachm 
of Ptolemy III. Although his collection largely focused on classical numismatics, he began to 
branch out and collect other areas. He began to collect Byzantine, medieval and world gold based 
on historical importance with an emphasis on the coinage of his ancestors. 


David is now semi-retired and lives on his cattle ranch in Arkansas and spends his time writing 
and land development. After a long and difficult decision, David decided it was time to sell his 
collection. His hopes are that these coins will find new homes and be appreciated for their 
beauty, quality and historical significance for many future generations.

Mexico City 

Mexico City is the capital of Mexico, centrally located in the Distrito Federal (Federal District). It was 
originally founded by the Aztecs and later destroyed by the Spanish during the early 16th century and rebuilt 
shortly after. Mexico City was the first city in the New World to establish a mint and strike coins. The decree 
to establish a mint in Mexico City was written on May 11, 1535, however the first coins were not struck until 
April 1536. The mint continued striking coins throughout the colonial & imperial periods and in 1823 it was 
the first to strike Republic 8 Reales. During the Republic period, it acted as the principle mint for the other 
mints in Mexico, it supplied them with the necessary equipment for operations. The mint issued 8 Reales 
continually from 1823-1897 with only two interruptions. The first was the French intervention during 1863- 
1867, the second interruption was when 8 Reales were temporarily replaced by the Balance Scale Peso 
during 1869-1873.

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Early Die Lineage of the First Oaxaca Mint 


The early 8 Reales of the first Oaxaca mint reflect a wide variety of interesting that are drastically 
different from one another in quality of workmanship and artistic expression. Within the span of a few 
years, styles range quite detailed and well-executed to what could be described as among the poorest qual- 
ity in the entire Cap & Ray series. It is evident from the coins that in its early years of production the 
Oaxaca mint encountered numerous problems including flatness of strike and improperly annealed dies 
that wore out or broke prematurely. Clearly, the mint was operating at a level of technologically inferior 
to that of other Mexican mints. 


One of the most interesting features of these early coins is that they permit us to correlate the coins to 
each other and thus trace the die lineage. Several of this period’s early die styles were produced in very 
small quantities and in some cases, only one set of dies were made. This permits us to link one style to the 
next definitively. For example, the reverse die of the 1858-O (fig. 2) is the same as that for the 
1859-Oa (fig. 3). 


However, the obverse die style of the 1859-Oa is unique to this year (figs. 3-4). Coins from this die often 
have large vertical die crack, sometimes spanning the entire length of the die, confirming that this die style 
was only used in 1859. Obviously, the die broke and became so damaged that is could no longer be used 
and thus necessitated a new obverse die style the following year. As is evident from the diagonal die crack 
(starting at about 7 o’clock), the first issue of 1860 (fig. 5) continued using the same reverse die of the 1859. 
It appears that this die was retired temporarily since the second issue of 1860 (fig. 6) uses a reverse die 
unique to this year. However, the second reverse die used in 1860 seems to have not lasted very long. As 
it is clear from the coin pictured in fig. 6, this reverse die had broken to the point where it could no longer 
be used. Due to its extreme rarity, it is certain that this reverse die broke fairly early after its production. 


The coin pictured in fig. 7 represents a previously unpublished muling in which the obverse die style of 
1861-1862 is paired with the reverse die of 1859-1860. Apparently, after the reverse die of 1860 broke, the 
mint reverted to using the reverse die 1859-1860, since that die was still functional. This coin, along with 
several other examples was part of a large hoard of Oaxaca mint 8 Reales of this period, represents a recent 
discovery. 


In terms of the quality of its die workmanship, the coinage of the die style of 1861-1862 can be considered 
among the crudest in the entire Cap & Ray series. The overall design elements lack artistic refinement, 
the letters in the legends are placed unevenly and crudely engraved local punches replace worn out or bro- 
ken punches (e.g., the “EP” of “REPUBLICA”, see figs. 9-12). As with the previous dates in this series, these 
coins exhibit multiple problems in manufacture, such as flatness of strike, improperly annealed dies, etc. 
However, unlike the earlier coinage, many different dies were produced in the style of 1861-1862, some 
examples of this can be seen in figs. 8-12. 


In 1863, a reformation took place and remedied many of the problems associated with the coinage issues 
of the previous two years. Several new die styles were introduced and gradually evolved until the end of 
1863, at which point the mint ceased to strike coins until it re-opened in 1867 (see figs. 13-18 for 
examples). For more detailed information regarding the various Oaxaca mints see Mike Dunigan and J.B.

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Oaxaca 

The city of Oaxaca is the capital of the southern Mexican state of Oaxaca. Although Oaxaca’s native people 
date back more than a thousand years, the site of the current city was founded by the Spanish in 1532. 
Oaxaca offers numismatists a plethora of material to study, especially in War of Independence and 
Revolutionary issues. The first coins were produced in colonial times during the War of Independence, issued 
by both Royalist and Revolutionary forces. The first Republic 8 Reales were produced in 1858 largely due to 
the efforts of the native Oaxacan President Benito Juarez. Die styles of the 8 Reales changed fairly often in 
the early years of the mint. It seems apparent that dies were not properly annealed and tended to break pre- 
maturely, in a few instances coins are found struck from dies with large die breaks spanning the complete 
length of the die. The short life of dies in the early period and the fact that the dies were probably locally 
engraved, led to a wide variety of interesting styles. It is clear that 8 Reales were produced at more than one 
mint during the 1860’s. For a more detailed explanation of this see “Resplandores” pg. 322-332. Republic 8 
Reales were produced continually from 1858 until 1893 with two exceptions. The first of these events is the 
French intervention of 1865-1866, at which time the mint was under the control of the forces of Maximilian. 
The second interruption was when 8 Reales were temporarily replaced with the Balance Scale Peso in 1869 
until 18783.

Potosi 

The city of San Luis Potosi is the capital of San Luis Potosi which is located in the central east portion of 
Mexico. The mint first opened and began to strike 8 Reales during 1827 and continued until 1893 with only 
two exceptions. The first is the French intervention from 1864-1867, the mint struck Imperial coinage under 
Maximilian during this time. The second was when 8 Reales were temporarily replaced with the Balance 
Scale Peso in 1870 through 1873. The 8 Reales of this mint offer collectors a large number of rarities and a 
seemingly countless number of varieties including overdates, overassayers and placement of stops in the 
legends.

Zacatecas 

The city of Zacatecas is the capital of the state of Zacatecas located centrally in Mexico. The city was 
originally founded in the mid 16th century as a result of large silver deposits found in the area. During the 
colonial period, the mines in Zacatecas were among the largest producers of silver in the Spanish New World, 
just second behind Potosi, Bolivia. A mint was first established by Royalist forces during the war of 
Independence in 1810 and it continued striking coins until at least 1822. The first Republic 8 Reales were 
struck in 1825, however, there is speculation that the mint operated continually from its inception and after 
it gained its independence, the Republic continued striking colonial coinage with the frozen date of 1821. The 
mint struck Republic 8 Reales continually from 1864 through 1897 with only two exceptions. The first is the 
French intervention from 1864-1867 at which time the mint was under the control of Maximilian forces 
although Republic coins were struck in all years but 1866. The second is when 8 Reales were temporarily 
replaced with the Balance Scale Peso from 1870-1873.
